All ſcripture is g inſpirati

improue, to correct, and to inſtuct in 
righteouſneſſe. 

Here youſee that the ſcripture hath 
foure profitable vſes, and thereſore ir 
may be deuided into foure parts, which 
are diſperſed here and there. The firſt 
for doctrine, neceſlarie ro confirme a 
maninthat7oud he hath begunne. The 
ſecond is to confute falſe opinions and 
hereſies. The third to rebukethe vile 
and filthy conuetſations of men. And 
the fourth is to comfort the weake, the 

| wearicd, 
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wearied,and rroubled conſcience, It 
remaineth in the diſcretion of the diſ- 
poſer hereof, to take ſuch a place, one 
or more of theſe,as the ſtare and condi- 
tion of his people requireth . As he is 
ſaid robe an vnskiltull Phiſition, that 
miruſtreth a purgation to clenſe idle 
humors,when he ſhould miniſter a po- 
tion or ointment to ſtrengthen and 
comfort them: euen ſo is he ſaid tobe 
an vnskiltull and an vndiſcreet Prea- 
cher, that takes in hand ro comfort and 
to ſtrengthen his auditorie, when they 
ſhould C ſharpely reprouedand corre- 
fed , The true deriuation of an Ora- 
tor, and right vſe of a Preacher, is 
to make choiſe of ſuch matter for the 
eongregation as is eaſie, proſuable, and 
neceſlarie. All the books of God haue 
their particular vſes, as the people mi- 
mitreth occaſion, and ſpecially the 
Epiſtles of S. Paule, and the Sermons of 
the Apoſtles. There is no one in the 
congtegation among many thouſands, 
but ſhall heare himlelte as it were di- 
rectly pointed at, and ſpoken vnto. But

now the guiltie conſciences of many, 
will apply it to the malice or vndiſ- 
creetnelle of the Preacher, as it the 
Preacher ſpeake againſt drunkenneſſe, 
thenthe — will blame him; if 
he ſpeake of vſurie, then the couetous 
man will blame dum; and if hie ſpeake 
of counterfait and diſſembling mour- 
ners, then he that wears a mourning 
cloake or gowne wil blame him. There 
is ſuch affinity & alliance betwixt theſe 
and ſuch like ſins, as was betwict Hip- 
crate: Twins, when the one wept, the 
other wept, hen the one laugh ed, the 
other laughed, and when the one was 
touched, the other was touched, ones 
toy was anothers ioy, & ones griefe was 
an others grieſe. — ſois u with th 
wicked and teprobate impes of the de- 
uil, ſpeake againſt one, ſpeake againſt 
all; rouch one, touch all, ſo wiſe they 
are intheir generation, as they will not 
ſay, The Preacher or the Prieſt ſpake 
againſt me, but hie ſpake againſt ſuch a 


one. VVhenn they take away trom the 


word, the maiclty due vntoit; which is

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to e all men; wherein they doe 
diſanull to themſelues the graces that 
they ſhould receiue by it, which is to 
comſort all men: and wherein they do 
arrogate to themſelues a more ſpeciall 
intereſtro the word, than indeed is due 
vnto them. As there is no law by the 
which a Preacher for his doctrine may 
be puniſhed, if he ſpeake not againſt the 
Prince, ſo there is no diuimitie by the 
wluch a Preacher is particularly pre- 
ſcribed, or generally ordered, if he 
ſpeake not againſt God, the mightie 
Prince of peace.

azain(t any man by priuar or publique 
admuuſtration, then let him be bound 
fairhtully to doe the ſeruice of Chit, 
as S. Paule was. Let lum be preſently 
commaunded to ſerue the Lord as Eli- 


ſba was; and then let him be enforced 


to forſake his accounts, as Mathew was; 
and if he be not content to doc this, and 
withall to be a Iew, to win the Iewes; 
to be meeke, ro winne them that are 
meeke; and to vſe all means to wumo 
ſome vnto Chriſt: then let Gods ſpiit 
depart from hum as it did from gaulzand 
then let his place be giuen to another, 


as it was from Jud; let him be cho- 
ed and ſtrangled to death, as a theete 
and a mutherer; and let his bowels be

tation, although worthy to be taken and

N the word. As God ſaid to 
1. %]; Whoſoeuer will not obay the laſhuat. 
wordes of thy mouth, ſhall die: euen ſo 
he that obayerh not the words of Gods 
holy miniſters, ſhall ſurely die. Al- 
mighty God harh conſſituted and 
ordained the ſaluation of all men to 
be receiued by the muniſterie of the 
word, therefore he hath ſanctiſied it, 
he hath beautified and adorned it with 
the vie of excellent creatures, with 
the adoration of Kings, with the ſer- 
uiceof all angels, and with the conti- 
nuall preſence of his one maicſhe.

and the great Lord oſ the Queene ot 
Candaces court, thought poore Philip a 
fir & a meet man tonde in his charior. 
This makes plaine the authoritie and 
the great worthineſle of the miuiſters.

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If the Prophers had this zſtimation 
and honor, who were ſpeakers of rhe 
law and of Chriſt to come, much more 
now the miniſters who are ſpeakers of 
the Goſpell and warranters = Chriſt 
Ieſus is alreadie come.
